u. marked "Confederate Odes. It cental ns 
abont one thousand specimens of Confede- 
rate poetry, besides a fins selection of "loy 
al in a Southern eeneei envelops, oerdi 
and pamphlets, all of which are nenlly 

Csted in the book, and nnnoted and iu- 
aed in the most careful manner, 
thai the compiler took a heartfelt interest 
in bis work, and thnt he wns familiar with 
the various note* <f> pktme of the 
whose names we frequently find 
on the margin of their effusions. 

The collection is singularly complete, 
sometimes there are as many as six differ- 
ent copies or editions of n poem, which 
probably originated in Baltimore, where it 
was printed on fine white letter paper, nest 
it appeared in Richmond on n leas finer 
quality of paper nnd in eery poor type, and 
so on till the last edition, which is on wall- 
paper, in "show-bill typography. Most of 
the poetry was printed and circulated pri- 
vately, and consequently little of it has ap- 
peared in the papers. During the first 
yenr of the war it was the "bight of the fash- 
ion" among the Baltimore beaux and belles 
to write "patriotic" poetry, which would 
have been sufficient to expatriate them had 
ths government officials seen it; so they had 
it printed en the backs of their visiting 
cards, or on the inner side of their note 
paper, and circulated it privately. This is 
the origin of most ef the poetry in the scrap- 
book. Of course the rules ef prosody 
so often violated that ws really begin to 
think that the Confederates contemplated 
making news canons of poetry for them- 
selves as they have done with Bibles, pray- 
er books, spelling books, geographies, etc 
As far as prosody is concerned, not more 
than half this collection is worth "house 
room, ' while (be rent, with a few notable 
exceptions, is ineffably stupid, being utter* 
]y devoid of meaniug or talent; some of 
these, nevertheless, are interesting, and 
will repay perusal. We recognise a fe 
familiar signatures, but the majority of 
contributions are from youthful muses 
whose "first attempt should be their last 
The burthen of their song is polities, and 
their effusions are generally pasquinades 
and ballads. The first in this collection is 
entitled "God and Liberty,' and is written 
—as we are informed by a peaeil note on 
the margin — by n daughter of Franeis S 
Key, the immortal author of the 
Spangled Banner." This poem is found in 
Mr Moorcs "Rebel Khymes and Rhapso- 
dies " 

Miss Susan Archer Talley, of Rich- 
mond, a poetess of some repute in the 
South, centributes s poem of some sev 
eutccn verses on "The Battle ef Ma 
n ansae, ' which was published at the 
Unfederate capital, in Augus', 1H01 
apparently for private circulation. It 
tbeu printed on brown tissue paper, but e 
subeeqnent "edition, printed for the trade 
is on handsome red paper.

almost universal practice of ditpotmg u/ th* 
lx*t and mott yrftclly uVer/oprd iwrnu/j to the 
hutekrr, and fttaininy the poortit and mutt in- 
ngmjleant to propagate from. Our herds 
and flocks ere annually "picked" ta this 
wsy, snd, of course, annually diminished 
in value by it. If a farmer haa a good 
lamb or calf, hs iff, usually, as eertaia to 
dispose of it ae he is to receive eb offer for 
it, ssd to snpply its place— often by pur- 
chase— by a poorer and ' less expensive ' 
one. 

Ths analogy between the vegetable asd 
animal king lorn is very close snd obvious, 
so far as ths laws of propagation are in- 
volved; yst very fsw appear to consider 
this fact as thsy ought. No farmer plants 
poor corn or sows poor wheat if hs can 
avoid it; and no ons should think of breed- 
ing well-developed animals from parents 
which are unhealthy or physically de- 
formed. If you have a well- formed colt, 
calf or lamb, 1st no price induce you to 
part wilh H It is often well in agricul- 
ture, as ia commerce, to disregard present 
profit for the sake of future gain. Ths 
"points of animals, whether good or bad, 
are hereditary, and we are often enabled to 
trace the progeny of a good or Indifferent 
animal through many generations. 

Witness our horses, whsrs ths several 
are recognisable at once, and by 
which become more perfectly and 
strikingly developed with the lapee of every 
year. A breeder, is whoee sheep fold we 
stood, was offered »ix hundred dolUirt each 
for two of IBs ieaee before us, and yst hs 
declined the offer, and most wisely, too. Hs 
has sines taksn many high prises for his 
purs and excellent stock, aad it is just re-
